Wiien the 1923-24 Students' Council considered the proposal 
to institute awards for major executives it was paving the way

"l^OTerally conceded that the man who represents his 
Aîma'Mater in a fitting manner on the athletic field should ro-

Why. then, questioned the Council, should mon whose e.\ 
ecutive work for-the University, while perhaps less prolific of 
glory than the athlete's, is nevertheless not free of respon.sibility 
and of exacting duties, be absolutely ignored, insofar as ot'ficinl 
recognitaon goes. The office-holder does not receive the .public 
attention that greets the possessor of physical prowess. His words 
often strenuôtî? and perplexing, is not infrequently accomplish- 
' ed fart from the objects of undergraduate attention. But his ser- 
vices ire not less valuable on that account, and this the atWçt^e 
. is the first to concede and emphasize. The occupant of an e.xecTi- 
live position labours for the privilege of serving hi.^ fellows, and 
^^^^^ ' of a material form are lacking. Many of the men for
